[Claim 1]: A method of correcting erroneous image signals from a multicolor pixel array, the 

method comprising the steps of "... .digitizing an analog signal of a current pixel of the 

multicolor pixel array, which is separated from the previously processed pixel by a same 

predetermined number of pixels as other processed pixels in the multicolor pixel array, using 

said high and low signals as references to derive a digitized signal of said current pixel within 

said signal range, including limiting said analog signal of said current pixel by said high and low 

signals, said analog signal of said current pixel being another image signal from said set of image 

signals." in combination with other claimed elements. 

[Claims 9 and 21]: Claims 9 and 21 are allowable for similar reasons.
